In this discomfiture we may 
well rejoice. We may hope also, that a similar 
retribution awaits the dominant party. Let us 
earnestly pray for it. No’good man can doubt 
that God loathes that party as He does the now 
prostrate one; and He will cast it down from 
its now high standing. May the day be has¬ 
tened. In some respects it seems worse that 
the democratic party in the face of all their 
earpings in favor of Liberty — Equal Eights, 
should stand on that Baltimore Platform, than 
that the whigs should have done so, though in 
either ease ’tis infinitely mean, and as wicked 
as mean. That so many at the north, men of 
intelligence, professed advocates of Liberty, de¬ 
scendants of Puritans, and some of them mem¬ 
bers of Christian churches, should unite with 
the chivalry of the south to “frame iniquity by 
law,” is as mortifying as alarming. Let all 
Buch remember that this course persisted in, 
will draw upon them the wrath of a holy God, 
and may result in the overthrow of our belov¬ 
ed country. 

I have some curiosity to hear how it will go 
with the false and hollow-hearted men who, 1 
hear with amazement, abandoned holy principle 
and 'gave the lie direct to their profession, sol¬ 
emnly and repeatedly made during many years, 
by supporting the democratic ticket—I have 
some curiosity to hear how they are rewarded 
for their servility. With what loaves and fish¬ 
es will Henry B. Stanton be fed ? How many 
there are of like character of Stanton, I can¬ 
not stop to inquire, but his case has affected me 
more than I have language to express. 1 am 
ashamed of him. It does seem to me that there 
was more truth than poetry in a remark which 
I saw in a Salem, Mass, paper. I think it was 
respecting this man—to wit:—that Henry B. 
Stanton “is the meanest dog in the land.”— 
Something like this I had also in a letter from 
a gentleman high in civil office at Honolulu and 
a democrat too ! Oh, the baseness of such 
men ; and then the mischief they do. And 
what fruit do they realize for tbeir servility to 
the democracy ? for fruit they will expect. God 
grant that it may resemble that of which the 
good old Milton speaks. Fruit fitting the wor¬ 
thies who abandoned holy principle :— 

“ Fruitage fair to sight-like that which grew 

This more delusive, not the touch, but taste 
Deceived ; they fondly thinking to allay 
Their appetite with gust instead of fruit, 

Chewed bitter ashes which the offended taste 
With spattering noise rejected. Oft they assayed 
: Hunger and thirst constraining, drugged as oft 

With hatefullest disrelish writhed their jaws 
With soot and cinders filled.” 

And depend upon it, my dear sir, something 
like this will be the reward which H. B. Stan¬ 
ton and men like him, will realize. Something 
like this, the fruit which they will eat. They 
may obtain some office from the executive, hut 
if they have any conscience, any sense ofshame 
left, they w ill be likely to feel the goads of the 
one, and be so oppressed by the weight of the 
other 83 to envy the crawling insect. If Stan¬ 
ton is spared, bitterly will he rue the day when 
for the favor of the meanest party under Heav¬ 
en, he proved recreant to holy principle and 
from the towering height of, I had almost said 
an angel of light, east himself down to the 
level of a fawning sycophant. I grieve ex¬ 
ceedingly to say these things, but as [ believe 
in my heirt of hearts that they are true, I will 
not withhold them. Most earnestly do I pray 
that God may give him, and all like him, “re¬ 
pentance to the acknowledging of the truth.— 
And that they may recover themselves out of 
the snare of the devil, who are (thus) taken cap¬ 
tive by him at his will.’ ’ 

March 17th. I need not say that I was much 
affected on reading the account of the distress¬ 
ing Proivdenee of a holy God by which the little 
son of the new President was instantly killed. 
While I sympathize with the parenls.most earn¬ 
estly do 1 pray that the Lord will sanctify this 
Providence to the father especially, that he may 
be a holy and humble man, and may “do justly, 
love mercy and walk humbly with God." 

On reading a late communication from Lew¬ 
is Lappen, Esq., I was not a little grieved in 
learning that at the anniversary of the Ameri¬ 
can Missionary Association at Bangor, in Sep • 
tember last, the meeting was small. The min¬ 
isters lie says, generally stood aloof. Sorry am 
I, because I think they sustained a loss in stand¬ 
ing aloof from so many good men and true. It 
may never be known how deep and happy an 
influence they might have felt had they attend¬ 
ed the meeting. I fear the ministers of Ban¬ 
gor and vicinity, are less thorough in their 
views of slavery than in their views of tem¬ 
perance—less efficient in their opposition to the 
former ihan to the latter. If so, they do not 
take the same view of the case as does the 
Lord Jesus Christ, their Lord and Master. He 
hales the one «ith the same intense loathing as 
the ffther, and. would have his people do so. I 

am sorry, because I fear that those who stood 

aloof from the meeting of the association will 


U not read anything which this body of men may 
1 lay before Ibe-public—may be they will not read 
the able article in the January number of the 
American Missionary under the head of “The 

American Board and the Indians.” Well, men 
can do as they please of course. If they will 
not see the light that shines about them, they 
must walk in darkness. Slill I trust that ma¬ 
ny will read and awake to the importance of 
disconnecting themselves from all Missionary 
Boards, which fellowship slaveholders arid 
their abettors. I was glad to hear Mr. Tappan 
say of the Bangor meeting—“The few received 
us cordially, and the papers published the pro¬ 
ceedings at greater length than usu e 

Lord be praised for these tokens for good. 

I need not ask you, my dear sir, whether you 
read the article above referred to in the Mis¬ 
sionary for January. You Could not in ordina¬ 
ry circumstances, fail to read it. Nor do 1 think 
there is need to ask your opinion of the stand 
taken by the A. B. G. F. M. in relation to slave¬ 
ry among the Cherokee and Choclitaw Indians. 

I am deeply grieved that the Board should con¬ 
tinue to outrage the feelings of so many of the 
people of God, by their determination to fel¬ 
lowship slaveholding in iheir churches. Is not 
this suffering sin upon tlieir brother instead of 
rebuking him as God hath commanded ? If 
not, what can be doing sir How that Board 
can expect the blessing of God upon their 
operations I see not. The day will declare 
it, but I most earnestly beseech you friends 
of the Redeemer in Maine, to examine the 
ground taken by the Board, prayerfully and 
in the (ear of God, and act as He would 
have you do in anticipation of the Sol¬ 
emnities of that day. Tile subject is one of 
deep importance. 

I see a correspondent of the Independent,the 
indefatigable Iowa correspondent, under date of 
Dec. 1852, in speaking favorably of the Chris¬ 
tian Press of Cincinnati, regards the separation 
of anti-slavery men from the old Boards as a 
mistaken policy. He seems to think that these 
brethren could have effected more had they 
continued with the old Boards than they can 
do now. I beg this brother to read the article 
in the missionary, especially the correspondence 
of some of the western religious newspapers. A 
corporate member.it is said,gave his opinion on 
being asked whether it would be possible to get 
the sin of slaveholding, as practised in the mis¬ 
sion churches, before the Board, that the thing 
would be utterly impossible. He gave his opin¬ 
ion that “Even a corporate member who should 
attempt to introduce the excluded subject— 
would be discountenanced, kindly,but firmly put 
down.” Pray who has forgotten the insinuations 
whichwere thrown out against the friends of 
Christ-nd the slave awho attempted to bring the 
subject before this Board, as disturbers of the 
peace of Zion? Who had not heard the thanks 
rendered to Almighty God for the peace vouch¬ 
safed to the members of the Board on the ees- 
sasion of these friends to ply this body with pe¬ 
titions on the subject of slaveholding churches 
and slaveholding missions ? And now must 
these Christian men and women be accused of 
being schismatics or fools, because they refused 
longer to hold on to such Boards as winked at 
or apologized for sin even in the mission church¬ 
es ? I don’t believe that J. C. H on further 
reflection will retain the opinion he has. here 
expressed. I say thus because he seems to be a 
true man, and on the whole, sympathises with 
the friends of the slave. 

March 21. ’Tis a long time, my dear sir, 
since I have Been a Portland Inquirer, or any 
way heard from you. I don’t ask you to send 
me the paper, as I am just now too poor to pay 
for it in advance. If you give anything from 
my pen to your readers, you will do me a favor 
to forward me the number containing my com¬ 
munication, not because I have the vanity to 
suppose that I shall see any thing from Maka- 
wao very fine or weighty, but chiefly, that I 
may not repeat in one communication what I 
had said in a former one Neither do I see of 
late your neighbor the Mirror. But from the 
Corigregationalist, which reaches me regularly, 

S see enough to marvel more and more that the 
diciples of the Lord Jesus Christ will sustain 
such a paper. But men will do as they please, 
and many a man will not be at the trouble to 
change his paper though he is but half satisfied 
with the stand it may take. Did none but 
those who sympathize with slaveholders take 
the paper, I should not so much wonder, but I 
fear many others do so—many who profess to 
be abolitionists. Am I mistaken ? 

Things with us are much as when Hast wrote. 
Times continue hard, and many are in debt. ■ I 
think, however, there is a gradual improvement. 
Money I should think is rather more easily ob¬ 
tained than it has been. The call for gobd-Irish 
potatoes is somewhat loud,—the price better 
than it has been for a long time. Peace and 
prosperity prevail. The means of grace are 
still valued. Congregations full and attentive 
at most of the stations on the islands, 1 believe 
We need the influences of the Holy Spirit.— 
May these influences descend upon us, and up¬ 
on all of the Churches of the Lord Jesus Christ.

Toleration, 

The Advertiser makes “confusion worse con¬ 
founded” by its curious collocation of express¬ 
ions used by different writers, on various sub¬ 
jects, in different newspapers. Stripped of its 
guise what does its replication amount to r Es¬ 
pecially what has the writer of this to do with the 
views of other writers on kindred or foreign top - 
ies ? Has this writer adopted any course, ut¬ 
tered any sentiment, recommended, orally or in 
written form, now or heretofore, any policy 
contrary to what is indicated in his recent arti¬ 
cles? If so, let the time andoccasiori be point¬ 
ed out, and he will frankly acknowledge the 
change, and rejoice anew in his present posi- 

But, we repeat,there areeases where sueh“toi- 
eration” as has been recommended is not only 
expedient but essential—where the want of it 
would be suicidal. The late State election was 
a case. Temperance was supposed to be in jeop¬ 
ardy. Nay, it teas in peril. Never before, in 
the history of the polities of this State, was so 
direct an onslaught made upon the cause.— 
We say upon the cause : for although the pre¬ 
tense of opposition was to the Maine Law,as con¬ 
flicting with personal rights, or as retarding 
what it was designed to promote, yet the real 
difficulty was not here. It was fear of what 
the Law if faithfully executed would accom¬ 
plish,namely—shut up the grog-shops,put an 
end to the traffic in intoxicating liquors. Dis¬ 
guise it as you may, here was the real trouble, 
and it seems arrant nonsense to Bay otherwise. 
Look at the men who opposed the Law. With 
few exceptions they were drinking men. Look 
again at the supporters of the Law. They were 
teetotallers almost to a man; and where you 
would find an exception, it was a miserable 
drunkard, who while he could not by reason of 
moral imbecility escape from the snare, earn¬ 
estly desired that the temptation might be ef¬ 
fectually removed; or some more miserable 
demagogue, who would make the Law a hobby 
upon which to ride into political power. 

Does the position of the whigs furnish a case? 
Let it ever be remembered that we speak of the 
whigs as a body. Thousands of whigs as in¬ 
dividuals have done nobly ; they have richly 
earned a glorious distinction; and the cause 
of Humanity is greatly their debtor. But when 
has that party, as a national organization, pro¬ 
posed the overthrow of- slavery where it can be 
constitutionally done ? When has it ever look¬ 
ed in this dir option, ? When has it encouraged 
the idea? When has it uttered a sentiment favor¬ 
able to liberty—to freedom from the bottle or 
the chain ? When has it made a single earnest 
efforl in this behalf ? Has it not rather ignored 
the whole subject ? Has it not treated with 
scorn and contempt the only party favorable to 
freedom ? Ever predicting the dissolution of 
this party, it is vexed that it is yet alive, and 
alarmed because it will not die. Always af¬ 
firming that it has done nothing for freedom, it 
trembles at what it has really done and is now 
doing. Never was there a party in so pitiable 
a plight as the whig party. It is not only in a 
hopeless minority.it is in the far worse condition 
of irreirievable bankruptcy. It is absolutely 
poverty stricken, utterly destitute of a single 
issue which it can with any show of decency 
present to the people as a reason for their furth¬ 
er support. And this is the party which is con¬ 
tinually prating about the one idea of the free 
democracy. 

No, Mr. Advertiser, you have no cose,and you 
ought to know it We Cannot, therefore, be 
tolerant towards you—for as your party is now 
constituted we desire its instant and utter an¬ 
nihilation. But if peradventure—though it is 
scarcely possible—you should heartily Seek the 
overthrow of slavery, or the removal of any 
other moral or political evil, then may we cul¬ 
tivate towards you the spirit of “charity.” 
Till then we shall confine our “toleration” to 
legitimate subjects. 

Editorial Correspondence. 

Chicago, May 23, 1853. 

It may be usefol to recur to the example of 
our patriotic ancestors, in organizing associa¬ 
tions, which they named — 

“.SONS OF LIBERTY,’* 

The old Stamp Act had been adopted by the 
British government, and packages of the stamp¬ 
ed paper were expected to arrive during the 
summer of 17§5. The object was to extort 
revenue by making the taxed paper essential 
in all business transactions. The whole coun¬ 
try, not then drugged with compromises against 
Liberty, was intensely excited and inflexibly 
resolved to resist the distribution or use of the 
paper. In Virginia Patrick. Henry boldly in¬ 
troduced and carried his hostile resolves 
through the legislature, under hanker cries of 
“Treason!” “Treason!" Massachusetts, al¬ 
so, acted strongly. But the people did not 
wait for the slow process of declarations, peti¬ 
tions, protests, &c., and would not allow a sus¬ 
pected distributor to live among them. An¬ 
drew Oliver was hung in effigy in Boston, and 
the building supposed to be selected to receive 
the stamps, was utterly demolished. The 
house of Benj. Hallowell, Jr., comptroller of 
customs, was totally destroyed, also that of Lt. 
Gov. Hutchinson, Jr., Portsmouth, N. H. 
Bells were tolled,a funeral of Liberty observed 
and an oration over the body in effigy pro¬ 
nounced. In Connecticut the distributor was 
obliged to resign. So in New York, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, and elsewhere. 

As a further protection against the Stamp 
Act, associations were formed in most of the 
colonies called “ Sons of Liberty," in which the 
members were pledged to resist the Stamp Act, 
to assist those who suffered, to support.all who 
resisted the oppression, maintain the liberty of 
the press, &c , and bring about a similar union 
in all the colonics. This was to a great ex¬ 
tent effected, and in many cases females were 
included among the members. This organiza¬ 
tion, determined,enthusiastic, contributed much 


the next year. 

Hero was the origin of such combinations for 
the defense of Liberty in this country, as 
the times now require to be revived all over the 
land. The fugitive act is infinitely worse than 
the Stamp Act whieh roused such a spirit in 
our fathers, and it is cheering to all who cher¬ 
ish their principles to see the present disposi¬ 
tion to imitate their example. In Maine this 
associating poliey has been begun by the forma¬ 
tion of Liberty Leagues, and a similar poliey 
is entered on in this State. Reorganize, then, 
the “ SONS OF LIBERTY.” which contribu¬ 
ted so much to give strength and vigor to the 
cause of American Liberty in 1776, and which 

led the way to a permanent urnon of the States. 
The liberties of the country are in far greater 
danger than at that time Let us- adopt not 
only their spirit, but so far as appropriate, their 
measures of protection and defense. A. W.

democrats and whigs to abandon party organ¬ 
ization for the great principles arid leading pro - 
visions of the anti.liquor law of 1851. Many 
thousands of those partb s last year in a very 
unusual manner abandoned their party nomina¬ 
tions, and used their most strenuous efforts, in 
favor of candidates of the opposite political par¬ 
ty on either side, when they were 'believed to 
be more favorable to the great principles of that 
law, The same thing w ill take place to a con¬ 
siderable extent during the present year. We 
do not expect near so many democrats and 
whigs will abandon their party organization on 
this question the present year as did last year, 
perhaps not one quarter so many. Still that 
question will erter largely into the election the 
present year. And the. more the anti-liquor 
law question enters into the election, the great¬ 
er will be our chance of success, if we have 
wisdom and firmness enough to avail ourselves 
of the opportunity. 

The way for us to make advantage to the 
cause of freedom out of the question of the an¬ 
ti-liquor law is plain. I believe tliereis scarce¬ 
ly a leading or prominent man of our party in 
in the whole State, who is opposed to the great 
principles oBthnl law. (1 ) There were probably 
thousands converted to our cause in consequence 
of the passage of the compromise measures 
andiugitive slave act, who had never voted with 
us, and were totally opposed to the anti-liquor 
law- But the course of policy pursued last 
year dissatislfed these men and many others and 
drove them Into the ranks of Scott and Fierce. 
They do not, belong to us. We cannot rely up¬ 
on them, but must supply, their places with 
. new recruits'. The policy for us to pursue,- 
therefore, I think is plain. In every represen¬ 
tative and senatorial (district, where we have 
any considerable number of voters, I think we 
should nominate anti-slavery men and give 
them our united support. Let tbem be men 
who will under no circumstances vote for a 
hunker whether whig or democrat, for,nation¬ 
al Senator. I would advise, that they should 
in all cases be men decidedly in favor of the 
leading provisions of the anti-liquor law. Those 
leading provisions are prohibition, search, con¬ 
fiscation, the nullity of securities into which 
intoxicating, liquors, sold in violation of law 
enter as a consideration, the denial or any 
right of action for liquors kept or sold in 
violation of law, and the right to recover back 
all monies paid for liquors thus sold. With 
reference to these leading provisions nearly all 
of us are agreed (2 ) Last summer,those who 
would not swallow all the objectionable features 
of the law, that have now been repealed, as well 
as all the supporters of Dr. Holmes, were by 
some denounced as enemies of temperance, as 
enemies of the law, and a^ giving votes for ram. 
It eannot now be so. (3.) Those over zealous 
men,having changed their written creed, will no 
longer be disposed to excommunicate others 
for not believing, what they admit they do not 
believe themselves. None will now be required 
to givesupport to those provisions of the law of 
1851, whieh have been repealed. Nearly every 
free democrat can nowcome up to the standard. 
This being so, we shall have no difficulty in 
every district in nominating inen who are in 
favor of the great principles of the anti-liquor 
law. Let us nominate them early—three or 
four weeks before election in every district.— 
Then let the democrats arid wliigs who profess 
to be in favor of the anti-liquor Hw, know that 
we will give our candidates our unanimous sup¬ 
port. Let them know.thatifthey are so strong¬ 
ly attached to party organization, that they pre¬ 
fer a whig or a democrat, who is in favor of re¬ 
pealing the law, to on anti-slavery friend oftlie 
law; so for a much stronger reason, we are so 
much attached to the great principles of free¬ 
dom and justice, that we will allow them to 
have their choice and elect a rum democrat or 
whig, rather than to abandon our anti-slavery 
candidates and vote for pro slavery hunkers 
whether democrats or whigs. Let us nominate 
men true to freedom, and temperance, and then 
throw the responsibility on the temperance 
democrats and whigs. If their temperance 
principles are so weak, that they prefer a rum¬ 
my hunker to an anti-slavery temperance man, 
they are not worth saving. 

On the other hand, if our anti-slavery prin¬ 
ciple is so weak,: that we prefer to vote for a 
pro-slavery temperance man and succeed, rather 
than to vote for an anti-slavery man and be de¬ 
feated, we are unworthy to be called free demo¬ 
crats. \Ye are unworthy to save our country 
from destruction by a servile warnow rising in¬ 
to sight in the future of our nation, and shall 
not be able to do it. If the advice here given is 
heartily and unitedly followed, I think we shall 
obtain more than one vote for an anti-slavery 
Senator next winter. If we do not obtain one 
even, I shall be content. We shall have done 
our duty, and I am sure we shall greatly in¬ 
crease our vote among the people. J. C. W. 

Remarks —(1.) We eannot credit the state¬ 
ment. That thousands were convicted, if not 
“converted,” may true. But that they were 
“totally opposed to the anti, liquor law,” needs 
proof to gain credence. Our friend is remind¬ 
ed of the story of a “thousand oats.” Grant¬ 
ing, however, it were so, we should rejoice at 
the departure of stick converts: for plainly they 
would do the cause more harm than good.— 
Truly does our correspondent say—“There is 
scarcely a leading or prominent man of onr 
party in the whole State, who is opposed to 
the great principles of that law.” May it nev¬ 
er be otherwise. 

(2.) A little too sweeping we imagine. The 
mere support of Dr, Holmes was not thus de¬ 
nounced,—but opposition to the Maine Law, in 
whole or in part, by some of his supporters,— 
This, we suspect, is nearer the truth. 

(3-) Here must be a misapprehension. Hund¬ 
reds of its chief-supporters, including the au¬ 
thor himself, saw these defects in the law quite 
as early as our friend ; but they had too much 

shrewdness to venture a modification until its 

essential principles were fully established It 
was a question of, time: “To every thing 
there is a season, and a time to every purpose 
under the Heaven." _

This h.earl sicken¬ 
ing ‘negro trading’ should be put down. The 
horrible practice of collecting them in dens 
should be put down The iron-hearted trader 
should be made amenable to the law for sever¬ 
ing those holy ties, which his brutal nature can¬ 
not be made to understand. The member of 
the church who almost starves them, Bhould ho 
punishable somewhere on earth. The respect¬ 
able citizen who half clothes them, should be 
closely overlooked by the law. We should no 
longer heed the plausable cry of interest, inter¬ 
est ! The law of interest is no more sufficient 
to protect the poor slave than it is to protect 
the cow, or the horse, or the children, or the 
wife! The law of interest cannot make a hu¬ 
man man of a brute; neither does it keep a man 
sober Considerations of self interest have very 
little weight with a drunken, enraged master, 
or with a brutal, exasperated overseer—or, in¬ 
deed, with many who are neither drunk, nor 
exasperated. When even the death penalty 
shall prevent every murderer from striking the 
fatal blow, then we may begin to talk about an 
enraged man being a law unto himself! Then 
we may talk about a brutal overseer, away in 
some lonely plantation, as likely to be a law 
unto himself! ”

“ The minister who officiated on the occasion I 
of our visit, was a yoong man belonging to an | 
estate, so entailed that he eannot be bought.— I 
His sermon a very sensible one,and to me quite I 
profitable. He read well, and speaks more j 
grammatically than many white ministers that I 
occupy a respectable stand among our churches. 
His library, I am told, is a very respectable col¬ 
lection : his discourse showed that he knew its 
use. The clerk is a fine looking creo'e.twho has 
purchased his freedom, and is clerk in a respec¬ 
table French house in New Orleans. There are 
iu this church about six or seven hundred mem¬ 
bers. For the sake of greater convenience, the 
members are divided into smaller couimuninifo 
living near each other, and each community is 
placed under the watch-care of some faithful 
member, who advises with those in his care,and 
reports all cases requiring discipline. Few 
churches are better managed.” 

'Railroad Consolidation.

,, PB „_|»manoW farmer, hut not 
f Those Istiff unyielding “ plow joggers ” 
in suite of reason and the advice of 
mhU pV^ue the course my father did, even 
at the risk of losing my crop. 1 have for 
many years linen a constant reader of two or 
three agricultural papers, and about five 
years ago, 1 commenced what some of my 
neighbors was pleased lo term my system of 
scientific farming. I ploughed all my land 
as deep ns it could he done with a large size 
plow, and extra strength of team. Sfflrte of 
my neighbors laughed at me, because 1 
ploughed so small a piece of land in a day. 
At the same time that I ( •■'mnienccd deep 
ploughing, I adopted the proof ee of doubling 
the quantity of manure I iin-i previously ap¬ 
plied to the acre. The qti: I'l.ity of land I 
cultivate is somewhat reduced, but in order 
to carry out and fully test tin plan I ''inn- 
inenced, 1 have been obliged JO make com-

saw hut little, ir any advantage from my new 
process. Last season was the fourth ot what 
I have termed iny experimental farming, and 
my crops abundantly repaid me for all 1 have 
done. The season was n very dry one in ibis 
vicinity, and most of my neighbors, especially 
those superficial farmers who merely skim 
the surface, raised little or nothing, and ns a 
general thing, what crops they did get, were 
so pinched and shrivelled that they were of 
little value except for cattle. One case in 
particular, of a man whose farm joins mine, 
whose whole crop, hay ami all, would not 
sell for enough lo pay the actual expenses of 
culture and harvesting. He did not get from 
his mowing field half a ton of liny to the acre. 
He has been in the Imliit of shoal ploughing, 
light manuring, hoeing once, and turning his 
cattle into his fields in the fall. He denounces 
farming as a miserable business, says that no 
man can get a living by it, offers his farm for 
sale, and declares himself" bound,for Oregon.” 
Now if my neighbor could only he made to 
see that the whole difficulty, instead of being 
in his farm, and in the season, is in his own 
shiftless management ihv'ir would l>e some hope 
of his reforming and making a good farmer. 
But he, like the mass of mankind, is looking 
entirely bevond himself for the cause of bis 
troubles. So long as this is the case, the true 
cause of the difficulty can never be seen, but 
will always be attributed to somebody, or 
some thing beyond his own control. My 
mowing land produced, upon an average 
over a ton anil a half of fine hay to the acre, 
and one field that had been mowed but once 
since it was laid down to grass, yielded over 
two tons to the acre. My corn, beans, pota¬ 
toes, turnips and other root crops, were all 
hoed three times and in the drvest of the 
weather, and a handful of plaster sprinkled 
around each hill. 1 regard hoeing in dry 
weather ns one of the most pure preventa- 
tives against the effect of drought that can 
be applied. My experience and observations 
have taught me that there are three things 
essential to the successful culture of root 
crops One is, deep and thorough ploughing 
Another is, abundant inanuring,mid the third 
is, good attention to the crop after it is plnn- 
’ ted. If these be strictly observed ami the 
plants put into soil adapted to lheir nature, 1 
am not afraid to guarantee success to the 
operator. 

1 have already written more than I intend¬ 
ed when I commenced, but have not said 
exactly what I intended to say in this article. 
I will therefore only add a few practical re¬ 
marks on the culture of what I now regard 
as the most essential root crops for feeding 
cattle.

MISCELLANY. 


Carrots, is a crop easily cultivated, conge¬ 
nial to our climate, and yield an abundant 
harvest. I regard them as the best root that 
grows to feed to cattle or horses in moderate 
quantities with grain or chopped hay. Here 
permit rne to remrk, that l have found it 
quite advnntagious in feeding roots to stock, 
to mix them with chopped hay, instead giving 
each by itself. The reason may be, however, 
because I do not commence feeding roots 
until late in the winter, when the cattle have 
become accustomed to living oil dry food, 
and then succulent food will have a different 
effect upon them than it would if they had 
been accustomed to it from the time they 
first come to the barn in—the fall. But for 
the process of raising carrots. A dry sandy 
loam, ploughed deep well harrowed and well 
manured with old well rotted, or compost 
manure. Ashes leached or unleached, will 
be found advnntagous to this crop. Drill 
with a seed sower, two feet apart cultivate 
them and keep them free from weeds. 

Sugar Beets, require a rich deep loamy 
soil, well pulverized and made fine, .smooth 
and rich. If your ground is inclined to he 
moist ridge it, if not, make your drills about 
two and a half feet apart, and sow tlie seed 
from one aud a half to two inches deep, and 
from six to eight inches apart in the drill. 
All crops must be kept free from weeds. 

Ruta Buga. —The whole turnip family de¬ 
light in newly broken up ground, made rich, 
fine and smooth by repeuted working with 
the plough aud harrow. It may l»e well to 
remark that all root crops, as well as other 
crops, should be put into tlie ground as soon 
as it is prepared, before any chemical action 
takes place between the different particles 
that have been newly brought iuto contact 
with each other. The best common manure 
for ruta bagas is a compost in which lime 
predominates. The good effects of super¬ 
phosphate of iinie will he as fully manifested 
on a crop of ruta bagas as in any way it can 
he used, strew it on the rows after the plants 
are up. A dressing of plasleropi lied in the 
same way will be useful. 

Ruta Imga should be sown from the mid¬ 
dle to the last of June. Carrots and Sugar 
Beets may be advantageously sown about 
the first of June. A Cultivator..

The Maine Law in Portland. 

The amount of money expended by the Port¬ 
land people for rum, annually, before’the Maine 
law, in three hundred grog shops, was ,$328,- 
500! That was the rum-tax of the city. At 
the same time, the school tax is only $20,000; 
the tax for streets and sidewalks, $20,000; and 
the whole tax for all corporate expenses, only 
about $100,000 —but the rum-tax was $328,500. 
For our municipal tax, we can-show, extended 
pavements and sidewalks; improved streets; 
bridges rebuilt; new and elegant school houses, 
where thousands of our children are well 
taught all the common branches of learning; 
new fire apparatus to protect our dwellings 
from conflagration; gas-lighted streets; and 
many other matters important to the comfort 
of the people, including our share of the Coun¬ 
ty and State tax. 

For our rum tax, what could wc show ? An 
Alms House full of paupers; hundreds of rag¬ 
ged, half starved children about the streets, 
begging and stealing; a jail full of criminals; 
and watch house full of drunkards and rowdies. 
Wc could show hundreds of men and women 
who were habitually under the influence of 
strong drink, and hundreds of young men whom 
the grog shops were leading to* ruin. We could 
show poverty, pauperism, suffering and crime 
in amount so great, that figures cannot esti¬ 
mate it—but what good came from these same 
grog shops? What valuable result was de¬ 
rived from the $328,500 spent in rum—who

Fall Ploughing—Sowing Oats, &c. 

Mr. Sxavey—S ome farmers prefer the 
spring for breaking-up, instead of the foil. 

I prefer the faff in most cases, for the follow¬ 
ing reasons: First, 1 not only have time to 
do it well, but I save time in the spring, or in 
othgr words, I should have so much of my 
spring work done. Second, my land would 
jie ready to receive seed earlier, and the ac¬ 
tion of the frost would not only kill out 
many weeds aud insects, hut it would leave 
the land loose and friable. 

Braky land, in particular, should he 
ploughed iu the foil, for ploughing and bar- 
lowing, is the only way that brakes can be 
killed out. A. correspondent of the Maine 
Farmer copied in the Farmer and Arttzm. 
of July last, savs, “to kill brakes, mow 
them twice in June.” Ue is mistaken m 
that, as I can testify front my own personal 
knowledge. My fother tried a small piece 
some three years ago, for tlie purpose of 
testing how many limes they would bear 
cutting in a season. He commenced tipoti 
them in the spring, when they were about a 
foot high, and cut them five or six times dur¬ 
ing the summer. They sprung up after the 
last cutting, apparently as thick, and with os 
muelyvigor as ever. The only way, I think, 
to kill them is, to plough in the fall, and give 
them repeated ploughings and borrowings 
afterwards. 

Sowing Oats.—The richer the land is, on 
which oats are raised, the thicker they should 
be sown. Three or four bushels to the acre, 
on common broke-tip ground, and five, six, 
or even seven bushels, wlie'r<flihe ground is 
very rich. The thicker they ate sown, the 
less liable they ate to lodge. Early 8<)W1 ,

rrm?.AT> MODE OF FILTERING WATER. 

As efficient a filter as can possibly be con¬ 
structed may be made in a few minutes by 
any person, and at the cost of a very few 
pence. Procure a clean flower-pot of the 
common kind; close the opening in the bot¬ 
tom by a piece of sponge, then plaee in the 
inside a layer of small stones, previously 
well cleansed by washing, this layer may he 
about two inches deep, the upper stones be¬ 
ing very small; next procure some freshly 
burnt charcoal, which has not been kept in 
a damp or foul place, as it rapidly absorbs 
any strong smells, and so becomes tainted 
and unfit for such purpose; reduce this to 
powder, and mix it with twice its bulk of 
clear, well-washed, sharp sand ; with this 
mixture fili the potto within a short dis¬ 
tance of the top, covering it with a layer of 
small stones, or what is perhaps better, 
place a piece of thick close flannel over it, 
large enough to tie xou d the rim of the pot 
outside, and to form a hollow inside, into 
which the water to he filtered is to be pour¬ 
ed, and which will be found to flow out rap¬ 
idly through the sponge in an exceedingly 
pure state. The flannel removes the gross¬ 
er impurities floating in the water, but the 
filter absorbs much of the decaying animal 
and vegetable bodies actually dissolved it; 
when it becomes charged with them it loses 
this power, hence the necessity for a sup¬ 
ply of fresh charcoal at intervals.— Monthly
